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YWCA Initiates 
Red Cross Work 


Soon after Pearl Harbor, in the 
spring of 1942 Red Cross activi- 
ties were organized on the junior 
college campus under the chair- 
manship of Miss Agness Todd Mil- 
ler. Mrs. Gail S. Smith and Miss 
Mary Swass took charge of the 
sewing project in Bungalow L 
with the enthusiastic support of 
the campus YWCA. Many after- 
noons and evenings of work pro- 
duced eight woolen dresses and 
19 skirts which were sent to 
bombed-out families of England 
and Russia. Much of this sewing 
was done by Japanese members of 
the YWCA. 

In the fall of 1943-44, Mrs. 
Smith revived the Red Cross in 
Bungalow L. She, with the spo- 
radic aid of students and the regu- 
lar aid of the Piloteers completed 
in 465 hours of work eight over 
seas bag, 24 lap robes, four pil- 
low covers for wheel chairs, 24 
nurses aids’ bags, one pair of pa- 
jamas, one dozen wash rags, 26 
towels, one hospital bag, one pair 
of bed slippers.

Las Meninas under the leader- 
ship of the president, Pat Collins, 
onducted a drive for materials 
during the entire year. The boxes 
kept in a conspicuous spot in Col- 
lege Hall were frequently filled 
ith good used clothing and ma- 
erials, which students brought 
from home.
